This is a final and extremely urgent call for persons interested in being CW Ex- 
aminers to register without delay. All existing examiners’ term of office expires 
at the end of this month, ie. 30 June 2002. 


Unless existing/new individuals register timeously, the whole system will grind 
to a halt. Remember that results of tests taken by persons not registered with 
the SARL will not be valid. 


The necessary information, as well as relevant application forms, is available on 
the SARL website or by phoning the SARL offices. 


PROBLEMS WITH LICENSES AT ICASA 


The president of the SARL, Syd Tyler, informed SARL News after a meeting 
with ICASA, that ICASA was having problems with the dispatching of 2002 
licenses and other amateur related information such as the upgrading of call 
signs, etc. 


ICASA is however making a concerted effort to solve the problem and hopes to 
be up to date shortly. 


ARRL QRP-FIELD DAY 


The ARRL is holding a field day for QRP operators. This event is an annual 
one and takes place over the fourth weekend in June. This year it takes place 
earlier than usual and is happening over this weekend. QRP enthusiasts may 
still be able to catch some of the fun as it ends today and with the USA being 
some 7 or more hours behind CAT. You never know if you don’t try. 


HF DX NEWS

Terry, W6/G3MHV, and his wife Mady, KP3YL, will be active on 10, 15, 20 
and 40m on CW and SSB as GBMHV and G4WHV from Guernsey between 
June 17 and 25, 2002.

NEWS FROM OVERSEAS 


The following notable news items were obtained from Qnews, the official bulletin 
of the WIA (Wireless Institute of Australia): 


MEETING EMR REQUIREMENTS (IN VK LAND) 


All radio amateurs will be required to know about new Electromagnetic Radia- 
tion (EMR) controls that are expected to be included in amateur station license 
conditions from 1 July, 2002. 


Compliance Level 1 -applies to transmitters that are covered by either of these 
conditions: (a) The total average power fed to all antennas at the site must not 
exceed 100 watts and antennas must be out of reach; (b) The bottom of the 
lowest antenna must be at least 10 metres above ground and the average EIRP 
does not exceed 3200 watts. 


Compliance Level 2 -requires measurements and documented proof of compli- 
ance and applies to all other transmitters. 


It is proposed that the new regulatory framework, to be reflected in the License 
Condition Determinations (LCDs) for the Amateur Service (and to all apparatus 
licenses), will begin on 1 July, 2002. Existing licensees will have until 1 October, 
2002, to comply. 


IN THE USA 


The US Food and Drug Administration (FDA) and the FCC have established a 
joint web page called “Cell Phone Facts.” This is an effort to provide reasoned 
answers to the public’s never ending health and safety questions concerning the 
radio frequency power produced by cellular phones and their base stations. The 
site is in cyberspace at www.fda.gov/cellphones.

WEIRD AND WONDERFUL

maker? 


No, we aren’t kidding. 


Perfect Time Coffeemaker is the first such device using radio frequency reception 
of atomic clock signals to keep it in sync with the National Bureau of Standards 
time keeping system. Manufactures, Melitta Salton claim that the internal 
clock provides accurate time right out of the box by monitoring the WWVB 
broadcasts from Boulder Colorado. 


All the user need do is to select his or her time zone and the Coffee maker does 
the rest. It even automatically adjusts to Daylight Savings Time and its internal 
back-up batteries keep it going during short duration power losses. Salton also 
says that it also brews good coffee. What more could any DX hound ever ask 
for?
